But once in ray life have I witnessed 
a ceremony that was so grand, impress- 
Ive and appropriate to tho silent, awful 
occasion. 


I will tell yon of a funeral which 


lingers in my memory as the grandest, 
most solemn and befitting ceremony that 
•was ever given to the dead. 


It was rumored muny years ago that 


a poor widowed woman, leading a hard 
life of unending labor, was called to 
part .with the ono thing dear to her—her 
only child. Mother and daughter had 
tolled together for 15 years, nnd tho 


• 
only bit of sunshine falling into their 
dark lives wag that shed by their loving 
companionship. But tho girl had al- 
ways been sickly. Under tho heart- 
broken mother's eyes she had faded and 
wasted away.with consumption, and at 
last the day came when the wan face 
toiled to answer with its ghastly smile 
the anxious, tear .blinded eyes of the 


•• , mother. 


The poor young creature was dead. 


For many months the pair bad been sup- 
ported by the elder woman's Bowing, 
and it was in the character of employer 
I had become acquainted with Mrs. 
Cramp and her story. By an occasional 
visit to tho awful heights of an eastside 
tenement where tboy lived, by a few 
books and with some comforting words, 
I had won the lovo of tho dying girl 
Her grateful thoughts turned in her last 
hours to tho small number of friends 
she possessed, and flho besought her 
mother to notify me of tho day of her 
funeral and ask mo to attend. 


Tho summons reached mo upon ono 


of the wildest days of winter. A sleet 
that was not rain and a rain that was 
aot snow came pelting from all points 
of the compass. A wind that wailed in 
the chimney and howled in tho street 
told how truly dreadful for outdoor pur- 
poses was tho weather of the day. I piled 
the glowing grates, I drew closer rho 
curtains nnd shut out tho gloom of tho 
December afternoon. ' I turned on tho 
gas and sat down, devoutly thankful 
that I had cut all connection with tbe 
Witched weather, when an installment 
of it burst in on mo in tho shape of 
Paropa Bosa. 
She was Euphrosyue 


Parepn at that time, and tho operatic 
idol of tho city. Muffled with tippets, 
flocked with snow, glowing with tho 
short encounter she had had with tho 
elements rushiug-up tho steps from her 
carriage, sho throw herself into an easy 
chair and proclaimed tho horrors of tho 
outer world to bo beyond description. 


And even as we congratulated our- 


selves on tbe prospect of a delightful 


. day together there came tho summons 


for mo to go to tho huinblo funeral of 
the poor sewing woman's daughter. I 
turned the little tear blotted note over, 
and groaned* 
- 
I 


"This is terrible," said I. "It's just 


the ouo errand that could take mo out 
today, but I muHt go," And then I told 
Paropa'the circumstances and speculated 
on tho length of time I should be gone 
and suggested means of amusement in 
my absence. 


"But I shall go with you," said the 
great, good hearted creature. 


"Your throat and old Buteman nnd 
your concert tonight?" I pleaded. 


"If I got another 'froggy* uoto in my 


voice, it won't matter much; I'm hoiiri-o 
as a raven now," sho returned. 


So sho rewound her throat with the 


long, vliito comforter, pulled oil her 
worsted gloves, nnd off in tho etorm wo 
went together. Wo climbed flight after 
flight of narrow, dark stnirs to tho top 
floor, wberu the widow dwelt in a mis- 
erable little room uotmoru than n dozen 
feet Eqnaru. Tlio cunvasback hearse, pe- 
culiar to tho §25 funeral, stood in tho 
street bolow, and tho awful cherry 
stained box, with itn rnfllo of gluzccl 
whito muslin, ntocd on uncovered tres- 
tles in tho centor of tho room above, 
, There was tlio mother, speechless in 
her grief, before that box—a group of 
hard working, Kindly hearted neighbors 
sitting about. It \vns useless to say tho 


. poor woman was prepared for the in- 


ovitablu uud—It was cold comfort to 
speak to her of thu daughter's release 
from pain and suffering. 
Tho bereft 


creature, in hnr uttor loneliness, was 
thinking of hcriolf and thu awful fate 
—of tbo approaching moment when 
that box and its precious burden would 
betaken way and Isavo her wholly 


•lone. So, therefore, with a sympathiz- 
ing grasp of tho pour, worn, bony hand, 
wo Bat silently down to "nttuud the 
funeral." 


Tho undertaker's iimn. with n screw- 


Driver in his hand, jumped about in tho 
pn«3ni;o to keep warm. Thu creaky boots 
o. »liu miniver belonging to the $25 
funeral were heard on tho stairs. There 
was a cntarrhul conversation held out- 
Blclo between them as to the enormity of 
tho weather, and probably tho bud tasto 
or the deceased in electing such a bad 
timo to die was disunited. 
Then the 


minister came in with u pious miiff and 
stood revealed, a regular Stiggius as to 
got up—a dry, self sutllcicnt mail, iciur 
than tho day and colder than tbo storm. 


He deposited his hat and black gloves 


and wet umbrella on tbo poor llttlo bed 
in tbo corner; ho slapped hlx hands vig- 
orously together; ho took himself 'in 
well merited fashion by tho eara and 
pulled them into the glowing sensation, 
and after thawing cut fora moment 
he plunged into business. 


Ho rattled merrily through some se- 


lectod sentences from tho Bibto. 
Ho 


gave us a prayer that sounded like peas 
in a dried bladder, and ho came to amen 
with a jerk that brought mq up liko a 
patent snap. Ho pulled on his old gloves 
and grabbed his rusty hat, and, with his 
umbrella dripping inky tears over the 
Well scrubbed floor, ho offered a set form 
of condolence to the broken hearted 
mother. Ho told her of her sin in rebel- 
ling ngniust tho decree of Providence. 
Ho assured her that nothing could bring 
the dead back. Ho inveighed against tho 
folly of tho world lu guuural, and then 
ho made a horriblo blunder and showed 
ho didn't know oven tho BOX of tho dead 
by saying, "He cannot come to you, but 
yon must go to him." 


This was a settler for Paropa and my 


self. Wo looked at thu dupartiug minis 
tor iu blank astonishment. 


Tho door swung wido; wo saw the 


screwdriver waving iu tho air as tlio 
undertaker's man hold converse with 
tho clergyman. A hush fell on every- 
body gathered in tho little room. Not 
ono word had been uttered of consolu- 
tion. It was thu emptiest, hollowest, 
most unsatisfactory moment I ever re- 
member. 


Then Parepa arose, her cloak falling 


about her noblo figure llko mourning 
drapery. She stood beside that minor- 
ablo cherry wood box. Sho looked a 
moment on tbe pinched, wasted, ashy 
faco upturned toward her from within 
It. Sho laid her soft, whito hand on tho 
discolored forehead of tho dead girl 
and sho lifted up that matchless voice 
in tho beautiful melody: 


Angola, over bright and fair, 
Toko, oh, tako her, to your care. 


The screwdriver paused in describing 


an airy circle. The wet umbrella stood 
pointing down the stairs. Tho two men 
with astonished faces were foremost in 
a crowd that instantly filled tho passage. 
The noblo volco swelled toward heaven, 
and if ever tho choir of paradise panned 
to listen to earth's music it was when 
Parepa sang so gloriously beside that 
poor dead girl. 


No words can describe its effect on 


those gathered there. Tho sad mourner 
sank on her knees, arid with clasped 
hands and streaming eyes tho little band 
stood reverently about her. 


No queen over went to her grave ac-

CAMBON HAS POWER TO ACT, 


Fr«nch Auibnundor Said to lie Now the 


Actual Representative or the H|uinUti 
OoTcrnment—llellef That Suguitit WU1 
Blga the Protocol. 


Washington, Aug. 12.—It was stated 


in official circles at a late hour last 
night that when M. Cambon agreed 
to the terms of the protocol as drafted 
by Secretary Day he acted for tho llrst 
time in the capacity of a Spanish plen- 
ipotentiary,-nnd that his acquiescence 
Is tantamount to Ignoring till the mi- 
nor considerations brought forth by 
Spain and an acceptance of the terms 
that the United States insists upon: 


Tho protocol, in its present state, 


may be looked upon as the rough 
draft of tho one to bo formally signed 
•when M. Cambon receives tho authori- 
zation of the Spanish government. It 
possesses all the force of an ultima- 
tum, with the additional quality that 
II. Cambon, as Spain's representative, 
has agreed to it and signed it with 
Secretary Day. 


If Spain repudiates his action fho 


will not only have to bear tho brunt 
of further war with the United States, 
but she will have a falling out with 
France that might be a serious matter 
In Itself. But It Is confidently assert- 
ed that there is no doubt that Premier 
Sagasta will approve every stop Cam- 
bon has taken. 


Assurance of this is believed to havo 


been given Cambon, though he did not 
verify It when questioned as to tho re- 
liability of the report 


Washington, Aug. 11.—In an Inter- 


view Wednesday the president said 
that Spain's reply was not entirely 
satisfactory, but that M. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, had been given to 
understand that the original terms of- 
fered by tho United States would bo 
adhered to. 


Nothing could bo more 
conclusive 


than the president's word, so that- lit- 
tle opportunity is left .to insist that 
Spain completely accepted the condi- 
tions Imposed. It is true that M. Cam- 
bon was informed of the particular dif- 
ferences existing between the Ameri- 
can and Spanish minds, and that he 
spent the greater portion of Tuesday 
night cabling to Madrid for authority 
to modify the reply. That ho suc- 
ceeded there la no room for doubt, 
because immediately after his visit to 
the state department at noon there 
•was a noticeable change In the aspect 
of things. 


Subsequently 
Secretary 
Day 
an- 


nounced that the terms to bo embodied 
In a protocol had been argeed upon, 
and that as soon as the document had 
been executed the negotiations of a 
treaty of peace would be begun. 


The protocol provides for the evacu- 


ation of Cuba and Porto Hlco, and In 
other respects conforms to the prellm- 
ary peace conditions Imposed by this 
government. 


But there Is a peculiarity about tho 


instrument. 
It partakes of all tho ele- 


ments of 'an ultimatum and' by the 
means of It Spain Is notified that not 
a single subject foreign to the proposi- 
tions made by the president will be al- 
lowed to enter the deliberations of. tho 


. peace commissioners. 


It develops that when the reply was 


received Tuesday there was occasion 
for gloom, but It was learned that M. 
Cambon had been empowered to Inti- 
mate to the United States government 
that If strong opposition was mani- 
fested ho was to hint that Spain would 
not insist upon a strict 
compliance 


with everything included. It was then 
that the president put himself on rec- 
ord, and by his steadfastness superin- 
duced 
relaxation on 
tho 
part of 


Premier Sagnsta. 


The fact Is, then, that Spain attempt- 


ed to Inject into a virtual acceptance 
of the basic principles laid down as 
preliminary to the negotiation of n 
treaty at peace a lot of superfluous 
matter that made tho response objec- 
tionable. 
Taken by Itself the reply 


would havo been rejected and all con- 
ditions would havo been withdrawn, 
but at tho suggestion of M. Cnmbon 
the protocol was drafted without re- 
gard to the contents of the Spanish 
reply. . 


Now 
everything 
depends 
upon 


Spain's answer. 
Tho protocol will 


show Just what the United States will 
do and what It will not do. 


Three members of the cabinet inter- 


viewed last night join. In the belief 
that the protocol will be agreed to by 
Spain, that some time today M. Cam- 
bon will be Instructed to sign It, and 
that peace will eventuate. 


They base their opinions upon tho 


impression gained from M. Cambon's 
manner. But they say Spain hoped 
the United States would allow her to 
talk about a variety of things, nnd 
that she could In that way drag out 
the negotiations. 
In this, however, 


she was fooled. 
Instead of stopping 


to debate the matters Introduced, the 
United States retorted with the proto- 
col. There Is not one chance In a hun- 
dred thatrSpaln will decline to bow 
to the Inevitable. 
On this point all 


views are optimistic In the extreme.
